formatting information of the brochure in a computer system; 

the information including at least one user interactive element which enables a user 
to indicate a request for further information relating to the contents of the brochure by 
interacting with the element using a sensing device which is adapted to transmit data 
indicating the request to the computer system; and 

printing the information at a printer networked with the computer system so as to 
produce the brochureir 

wherein the brochure includes coded data indicative of an identitv of the brochure 
and of the at least one interactive element, and wherein the method includes receiving, in the 
computer system, indicating data from the sensing device regarding the identitv of the 
brochure and a position of the sensing device relative to the brochure in order to identify the 
brochure and determine when the sensing device is used to interact with the element.

/3. (Currently amended) A method as claimed in claim 13, including receiving, in the 

computer system, movement data regarding movement of the sensing device relative to the 
brochure. 



.AT^ (Original) A method as claimed in claim including the sensing device sensing its 
movement relative to the brochure using the coded data, and identifying the request in the 
computer system from the movement being at least partially within a zone associated with 
the interactive element. 
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(Original) A method as claimed in claim 1 , wherein the sensing device includes an 
identification code specific to a particular user and the method includes monitoring use of 
the sensing device in the computer system. 

(Original) A method as claimed in claim 1, including printing the brochure on 

demand. 



^ (Currently amended) A method as claimed in claim 13, including printing the 
formatted information on a surface of a surface-defining structure and, at the same time, 
printing the coded data on the surface. 

/8r (Original) A method as claimed in claim / which includes printing the coded data 
to be substantially invisible in the visible spectrum, 

(Currently amended) A method as claimed in claim 13, including retaining a 
retrievable record of the printed brochxire, the brochure being retrievable using the identity 
data as contained in the coded data. 



(Original) A method as claimed claim 1, in which the brochxire is printed on 
multiple pages and in which the method includes binding the pages. 



(Cxirrently amended) A system for delivering a brochure, including: 

a computer system with a server adapted to provide and format information of a 

brochure; 

a printer for printing the information so as to produce the brochure, with at least 
one interactive element to enable a user to indicate a fiirther request for information relating 
to content of the brochure; and 

a sensing device used to indicate the request and adapted to transmit request data to 
the computer system; 

rwherein the brochure includes coded data indicative of an identitv of the brochure

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and of the at least one interactive element and the computer system is adapted to receive 
movement data regarding movement of the sensing device relative to the brochnre, and 
interpret said movement of the sensing device as it relates to said at least one element.

(Currently amended) A system as claimed in claim ^3, wherein the printer is 
arranged to print the coded data at the same time as printing the brochure on a 
surface-defining structure.
